Explanatory Memorandum 
( This does not form part of the notification but is intended to indicate 
its general purport). 

The existing Rule 7 of the Kerala Plantations Labour Rules, 1959 says 
that an adequate supply ofwholesome drinking water shall be made avail 
able in every plantation at convenient places. It is not definite whether the 
convenience is for the employer, worker or Inspector and hence this should 
be made more specific . Therefore, Government have decided that in Rule 7 
for the words at convenient places , the word s at places convenient to the 
workers should be substituted .

AWARD 
This industrial dispute relates to the dismissal of one Kulathingal Ali , 
by the Superintendent of Kundai Estate , Vellikulangara , via Kodakara . 
He was a tapper attached to the estate. Alleging that he was found 
stealing latex from the rubber trees at about 4.30 p . m . on 6-1-1967, an 
enquiry was conducted against him . He was found guilty and dismissed 
from service with effect from 1-2-1967 . The cause of the dismissed 
workman was finally taken up by the Government which referred -the dispute 
under Section 10 (1 ) (c ) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 to this Court 
or adjudication by order G. O. Rt. No. 316 /69/LSWD dated 21-2-1969. 

2. The contention of the workman is that he was falsely accused of 
committing theft of latex and the enquiry conducted against him was a mere 
farce . The management was not favourably disposed towards him because 
he participated in a strike organised by the labour unions. Hewas not 
given any opportunity to coross-examine the witnesses and no witnesses were 
allowed to be examined on his side. 

3. Simultaneous with the enquiry at home, the Pudukkad Police 
registered a case against him for theft at the instance of the management. 
The case was finally charge -sheeted before the II Class Magistrate, Irinjala 
kuda who after trial acquitted him . Since a competent court had adjudged 
him not guilty the findings ofthe domestic enquiry is liable to be quashed 
and he should be reinstated . The workman prays that an award be passed 
reinstating him in service with back wages. 

4. The Superintendent of Kundai Estate (hereinafter referred to as 
the management) has filed a written statement opposing the claim of the 
workman . The management contends that Shri Ali was dismissed from 
service after a proper domestic enquiry on a charge of stealing latex from 
the rubber tress on 6-1-1967. In dismissing him the management was 
concerned only with the misconduct proved against him and was not influ- 
enced by any other considerations. The workman participated in the 
enquiry and cross examined the witnesses. He was given sufficient 
opportunity to adduce defence evidence. The findings in the enquiry were 
based on legal evidence given by eye witnesses. It is true that the police 
cbarge-shected him for theft. The proceeding before the Magistrate and 
the domestic enquiry are independent proceedings. The findings in one 
cannot affect the findings in the other . The dismissal of the workman was 
fully justified and the management prays that an award be passed justifying 
its action in dismissing him and rejecting his claim for reinstatement. 

5. The jurisdiction of this Court to interfere with the findings of a 
domestic enquiry is too well established to require any recapitulations. 
When a proper enquiry has been held by an employer and the findings of 
misconduct has support from the evidence adduced at the said enquiry, the 
Tribunal has no jurisdiction to set in judgment over the decision of the 
employer, as an appellate body . Interference with the decision of the 
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employer will be justified only when the enquiry was unfair or the findings 
arrived at in the enquiry are perverse or have no basis in evidence, or the 
management is guilty of victimisation , unfair labour practice or mala fide or 
the punishment is harsh and oppressive. The Tribunal cannot appraise 
the evidence and arrive at a conclusion different from that arrived at by 
the domestic Tribunal. (See AIR 1974 S. C. 696.) 

6. The whole of the enquiry proceedings have been filed in the case . 
I have gone through them with the utmost diligence . It is seen that the 
witnesses were elaborately cross examined by Shri Ali. The cross examina 
tion is seen to have been recorded in the form of question and answers. 
The workman examined three witness in support of his defence . 
He set up 

the defence of alibi. The theft of latex was alleged to 
have been committed at 4.30 p . m . on 6-1-1967. The defence witness 
swore that they saw Ali on that day at the precise hour in a ration shop . 
Thus it is seen that the workman was given all opportunity to conduct his 
defence . The findings are based on legal evidence given by 3 witnesses. 
The enquiry must, therefore, be held to have been proper. Dismissal was 
the only punishment that could be awarded to a workman who was proved 
to have been guilty of theft of properties belonging to the management. 

7. The workman has placed considerable reliance on the judgement 
of a Magistrate who acquitted him of the same charge on a complaint made 
by the police. His case is that a competent court has acquitted him after 
a full fledged trial and so any finding entered against him by the enquiry 
officer contrary to the findings of the Magistrate cannot stand. The argu 
ment is fallacious. The Magistrate did not find him to be innocent of the 
charge; what he found was that on the evidence adduced before him the 
charge brought against the accused could not be said to have been proved . 
Our criminal jurisprudence is based on the principle that an innocent person 
should not suffer even if a hundred guilty may escape. So , a Criminal 
Court will enter a conviction against an accused only when the guilt 
against him is proved beyond all reasonable doubt. There must be both 
legal and moral certainly in the mind of the Court before conviction is 
entered . Such high standard of proof is not required in a domestic enquiry . 
If such standard is insisted upon no employer could ever convict a wrokman 
of misconduct. The verdict of the criminal court has, therefore , no bear ing 
on the domestic enquiry. 

8 . From the foregoing discussion is clear that the enquiry condu 
cted against the workman was proper and that he was rightly dismissed 
from service.. 

In the result, an award is passed upholding the action of the manage 
ment in dismissing Shri Ali from service. The award shall be forwarded to 
the Government for publication in the official gazette under section 17 (1) 
of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 .

This industrial dispute between Shri Bhagavathy Cashew Company , 
Quilon (hereinafter called , the management), and the General Secretary , 
Cashew Industries Staff Asscciation , (the union , for short) has bern referred 
for adjudication to this Court by the Government ofKerala ur.der Section 10 

GA.231/ B 
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( 1) (c ) of the Industrial Dispute Act, 1947 by order G. O.Rt. No. 802/71 / 
LSWD dated 21-1-1971. The issue referred for decision concerns the 
legality of the dismissal of one Shri Velayudhan Pillai, Grading Maistry in 
the Kállummoodu branch of the Shri Bhagavathi Cashew Company . 

2 . Pursuant to the notice issued to the parties on receiving the reference 
the union alone has appeared . The union has stated their case as follows. 
Sri Velayudhan Pillai was a grading Maistry under the management for 
over 15 years. Alleging that he had received bribes from the workmen 
under him , an enquiry was conducted against him . On the basis of the 
enquiry report he was dismissed from service with effect from 16-4-1970 . 
The charge of taking bribes from the workmen under him was false and 
unfounded . Some workmen entursted to him money for propitiating the 
gods when he under took a pilgrimage to Sabarimala . Themanagementtook 
this harmless incident as a case of receiving bribes. The domestic enquiry 
conducted against him was also faulty . An officer who should have 
figured as witness in the enquiry had been entrusted with the duty 
of conducting the enquiry, with the result that he imported his personal 
knowledge into the enquiry . The enquiry was therefore vitiated . The 
union prays that an award be passed setting sid : the order of dismissalpassed 
on Sri Velayudhan Pillai and directing his reinstatement in service 
with back wages and other benefits, 

3 . Innumerable notices were issued to the management, but they were 
all returned unserved with the endorsement that no such company was in 
existence. The union then filed an applica ion to summon the Hindustan 
Cashew Products (P ) Ltd., Quilon to appear in the proceeding as a 
party to the dispute , since in the information of the union the assets and 
liabilities of the management had been taken over by the Hindustan Cashew 
Products (P ) Ltd. under an agreement. Summons was accordingly issued 
to that concern to show cause why they shou d not be impleaded in the 
proceeding as a party to the dispute . They entered appearance and filed 
objections. The matter was resting at that stage when a compromise was 
reached between the union and the management concerning the dispute 
under reference . Und :r the terms of the compromise the management set 
aside the order of dismissal passed on Shri Velayudhan Pillai without any 
liability to pay him back wages and declared him eligible for appointment 
in any of the concern " that provided employment to the workers and staff 
employed by the management of Bhagavathy Cashew Company " . In view 
of the compromise I hold that the industrial dispute has come to an 
end . The application of the union to summon the Hindustan Cashew . 
Products (P ) Ltd. to appear in the proceeding as a party to the dispute is, 
in the light of the fresh development adverted to above , rejected . 

In the result an award is passed in termsof the compromise which shall 
form an annexure to the award . It shall come into force on the expiry of 
30 days from the date of its publication in the Government Gazette.

This industrial dispute between the management of the G.T.N. Textiles 
Ltd., Erumathala, Alwaye and a section of the workmen of the above 
establishment represented by the Textile Employees Association , Alwaye 
TextileWorkers Union a d the G.T.N. Employees Union (Union No. 1, 
2 and 3 respectively , for short) has been referred by Government under 
section 1011) ( c) of the Industrial Di putes Act, 1947, for adjudication 
to this Court by order G.O. Rt. No. 1557/71 /LSWD dated 30-7-1971. 
The following issue has been referred for adjudication by the order of 
reference , viz. " Line of promotion in the Preparatory Department" . 

2. Pursuant the notice issued by this Court, the management 
and union No. 3 alone have appeared to prosecute the proceeding . At a 
later stage a workman calied C. A. Sulaiman claiming himself to be a 
member of union No. 1 appeard and got himself impleaded as a party to 
the reference. 

3. Union No. 3 has stated their case as follows.-- The G.T.N. Textiles 
Ltd. cameinto being towards the clo.c of July 1964 with few machines. 
Gradually it enlarged its activities by installing more machines. 9. In course 
of time a set of three combers was installed and commissioned in the mills. 
On the date of reference the establishment consisted of the following de 
partments, viz . 

1. Blow Room Department with one set of Blow Room Machinery. 
2. Carding Department with 31 carding machines. 
3. Preparatory Department. 
4. Combing Department. 
3. Spir ning Department. 
6. Canwinding Department. 

A general settlementwas reached on 29-6-1968 between the workmaen 
and the management with regard to workload duties and wages. The settle 
ment, however , does not envisage the line to be adopted in the matter of 
giving promotions. The nature of the work done by Drawing and Simplex 
Tenters and the experience required for such work aro entirely different 
from those of combers. So , all promotions as Simplex Tenter should be 
made among the Drawing Tenters. Doffing Boys may be promoted as 
Drawing Tenters. There has never been an instance of a comber tenter 
being promoted as Simplex tenter. The union , therefore, prays that this 
Court bc pleased to pass an award directing the management that the 
promotions in the preparatory department should be from Drawing tenter 
to Simplex tenter and not from Comber tentor to Simplex tenter . 
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4. Shri Sulaiman s casc is bricfly this. The categories of emploginent 
in the Preparatory Department are as follows: 

1. Doffing boys. 
2. Super lap Tenter. 
3. Drawing Tenter. 
4. Comber Tenter. 
5. Simplex Tenter. 
6. Oiler . 

The unskilled labourers are initially appointed as Doffing Boys a d later 
promoted as super lap tenter . They can aspire for promotion as Oiler only 
after promotion to the three posts just above it. Before the introduction of 
super lapping and comber machines the system of promoting, Doftlng Boys 
as Drawing ten ers was in vogue in the G.T.N. Textiles. But after the 
introduction of these machines the aforesaid system of promotion has lost 
all its relevency . The textile mills all over India is following the system 
of promotion as st. ted above . As a case in point the Asoka Textile Mills, 
always follows this system . He would therefore pray that the line of promo 
tion be fixed as indicated in his written statement . 

5. The manage nent of the G.T.N. Textiles Ltd. contends that the 
general principle of promotion followed and accepted by the textile industry 
in India is to give promotion on the basis of seniority , wage rate and effici 
ency , ie. senior efficient workers are promoted to the next higher wage 
category in the department whenever vacancy arises.When the mill was 
started in 1964 there were no combing and super lap machines in the 
preparatory department and so Doffing Boys were directly promoted as 
Drawing Tenters and Drawing tenters as Simplex tenters. After the 
installation of themachines, and fixing the wage rate of super lap tenters and 
combing tenters at Rs. 55.10 and 63.22 respectively , the promotions basct. 
on seniority, wage rate and efficiency are as borcunder :

If this line of promotion is followed , the Drawing tenters who were 
getting promotion as Simplex tenters prior to the installation of comber 
machines and are senior in service to comber tenters , would not get 
promotion directly as Smplex tenters. The Doffing boys will also be 
similarly handicapped inasmuch as they would not get promotion directly 
as Drawing tenters as has been the case hitherto . The management, 
theref re , suggests that, in the circumstances, the fair and reasonable course 
would be to promote the existing D ffing boys and Drawing tenters who 
have more service than comber tenteras Drawirg tenters and Simplex 
te iters re pectively and th- promotion of those who have less service thar 
Drawing tenters would be in accordance with the line of promotion fo low 
ed by the textil : mills as provided above . The line of promotion demanded 
by the union if fullowed would lead to inju tice and ind strial unrest. It is 
thirefore prayed that an award be passed accepting the line of promotion 
suggested by the management. 

6. The union has filed a rejoinder reiterating their contentions and 
repudiating the suggestion of the management. 

7. Neither the union nor the workman who entered appearance has ever 
comeforward to prosecute the proceeding since they filed Their written 
statements. When the dispute came up for trial on 13-8-1975 the counsel 
appearing for the workman submitted that he had no instructions. Shri 
K.Janardhanan , Advocate , who was engaged by the union also reportea no 
instructions . The management s counsel was present. 

8 The facts are not in dispute . Before the installation of the superlap 
and combing machines the posts of Superlap tenters and comber tenters were 
not in exist:nce under the management. Then , the Doffing bo s were 
promoted as Drawing tenters and Drawing tenters as Simplex tunters on the 
basis of seniority and efficiency. When these machines were introduced 
recruitments have to be made in the category of Super lap tenters and com . 
ber tenters. These persons now claim promotion as Diawing teniers and 
Simplex tenters respectively as against the claim of Doffing boys and 
exi ting D.awing tenters. As pointed by the management, it will work 
injustice and hardship to the existing Doffing boys and Drawing tenie s who 
have put in more serv.ce than the clai nants . The managementwyuld 
therefore suggest that fiture vacancies in the catego: y of Drawing tenters 
should be filled up by promotion from among the Diffing boys who have 
put in more service then thesuperlap tenters. So also , future vacancies in 
the category of Simplex tenters should be filled up from among the Drawing 
tenters by promotion in accordance with the length of service. This 
suggestion appears just and reasonable . If the suggestion of the union is 
accepted and implemented the Duſling boys and Drawing tenters would be 
barred from promotion as Drawing tenters and Simplex tenters respectively , 
a privilege which they eitherto enjoyed . Frustration and discontent among 
Doffing boy; and Drawing tentors would be the immediate effect, not to say 
anything about the industrial unrest that is likely to follow . Considering 
all these aspect I accept the suggestion of the management and direct them 
to follow the line of promotion envisaged in their written statement. 


9. In the result an award is passed as indicated below . Future promo 
tions to the category of Drawing tenters should be made from the category 
of Doffing boys who have put in more service than superlap tenters . Simi. 
larly promctions to the category of Simplex tenters should be made from the 
Category of Drawing tenters who have put in more service than the Combing 
tente rs. After exhausting all the senior hands in the categorics of Döffing 
boys and Drawing tenters; the line of promotion that should be followed 
as indicated in para 4 of the written statement of the management ie from 
Duffing boys to Super lip tenter, from Sup :rlap tenter 10 Drawing tenter, 
from Drawing tenter to Comber jenter from Comber tenter to Simplex 
tenter and from Simplex tenter to Oiler cum Fitter helper. This award 
shall come into force on the expiry of 30 days from the date of its publica . 
tion in the Government gazette.

AWARD 


This industrial dispute arises out of a reference made by the 
Government. 

2. One Shri P. P. Mathai was appointed as pron in 1962 in the 
Oonnukal Service Co-operative Bank , hereinafter called , the management. 
He was later promoted as salesman of the ration shop run by the manage 
ment in which post he continued till 30-8-1970 when he wasdenied 
employment without assigning any reasons. Hewas, however, reappointed 
to the post on 26-5-1971 ; but on 31-8-1971 he was again deaied employment. 
According to him the action of the management is illegal and hence it is 
prayed thathe be rc.nstated in serv.ce. 

3. The management contends that he was not denied employment 
as alleged but he resigned and left the job on 30-8-1970 . Owin ; 10 th : 
pressure of work the management advertised for a temporary hand . The 
post was given to Shri Mathai as he was also an applicant for the post. 
When the time for which the appointment had been made, expired he was 
discharged fro.n service . He has no claim for reappointment or any other 
benefit. The management, therefore, prays that the claim of Shri Mathai 
be rejected and an award passed accordingly. 

4. When the dispute was taken up for trial on 12-9-1975 th : workman 
filed an affidavit stating that he has been rcinstati d in service and hence he 
does not wish to prosecute the proceedings further. In vi-w of ihe 
affidavit I find that no dispute survives for adjudication since it has come 
to an end by the reinstatement of the workinan . 

In the result an award is passed accordingly . It shall be forwarded 
to the Government for publication in the othcial Gazette under Sections 17 
( 1) of thc Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 .

Cars AGREEMENT is made this the 29th day of November One 
Thousand Nine hundred and seventy five (1975 ) between the Governor of 
Tamil Nadu (hereinafter called "the Government of Tamil Nadu which 
expression shall, where the context so admits , include his successors-in - office) 
on the one part and the Governor ofKerala (hereinafter called the Govern . 
ment ofKerala which expression shall , where the context so admits include 
his successors in office) on the other part. 
I STAGE CARRIAGE SERVIORS : 

(a ) There shall be parity of over all service kilometerage as far as 
possible , in respect of all Inter -state routes .

(b ) Inter- state routes for operation of stage carriages of both the states 
shall be as shown in Appendix . The routes specified in Parts A and B of the 
said Appendix shall respectively be operated by the operators of Tamil Nadu 
and Kerala . 

(c) Temporary permits duly countersigned , may be issued where neces 
sary for the operation of stage carriages on the routes specified in the 
Appendix pending finalisation of the Agreement. The vehicles plying on 
such temporary permits will be eligible for the tax concessions referred to in 
Clause VI (a ) below : 

Once the agreement is finalised , the operatorsmay continue to operate 
on temporary permits with the same tax concession , pending grant of pucca 
(regular ) permits. 

(d ) Any variation of that part of an Inter-state route which lies exclu 
sively in one state may be made by the Transport Authority of that state in 
respect ofservices run by the operators of that state,provided that such 
variation by the Transport Authority of that state may be brought to the 
notice of the reciprocating state . In the case of Inter-state routes where the 
variation is sought to be made in the reciprocating state , it willbe decided by 
the respective State Transport Authorities by mutual agreement having due 
regard to the principle of parity of service kilometerage referred to in para 
graph (a ) above. 

(e ) The fares and freights charged by an operator in the reciprocating 
state will be the same as those charged by the operator of that state for 
similar services . 

(f ) Spare buses up to 20 per cent of the feet of buses of an operator of 
Inter-state routes subject to a minimum of one bus will be allowed to ply on 
any Inter -state route in the event of breakdown of any bus. 
II PUBLIC CARRIER Goods VEHICLES : 

( a) Public Carrier Goods Vehicles on Single Point Tax. - The total number 
of permits (other than temporary permits issued under section 62 of the 
Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 ) for public carrier goods vehicles for operation of 
Inter-state routes between Tamil Nadu and Kerala , on single point tax , shall 
be fixed as 1800 and the number of such permits issued in each state shall 
not exceed 900 . 

The quota of such public carrier permits of each state to be counter 
signed by the other state in accordance with the proviso to subsection (3 ) of 
section 63 of the Motr Vehicles Act, 1939 shall be 900 , the position being 
reviewed when the number of permits in one state reaches 875 . 

The countersignature shall be granted for plying such vehicles on all 
National and State Highways with permission to deviate to a distance up to 
30 kilometres from such National or State Highways (other than prohibited 
roads). 

Provided that such vehicles shall not pick up any goods in the recipro 
cating state to be set down within the same state . 
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(b ) Public Carrier Goods Vehicles (on Tax payment basis).- Countersignature 
of permits to Public Carrier Gonds Vehicles for operation on Inter-state 
routes on payment oftaxes due to both the states may be given according 
to requirements without following the procedure laid down under subsection 
(3 ) of section 57 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 subject also to the condi 
tions specified in respect of Public Carrier Goods Vehicles on single point 
tax . 
III PRIVATE CARRIER GOODS VEHICLES : 

(a ) Private Carrier Goods Vehicles or single point tax.- The total number 
of permits (other than temporary permits issued under section 62 of the 
Motor Vehicles Act, 1939) for private carrier goods vehicles for operation 
on Inter- state routes between the states of Tamil Nadu and Kerala on single 
point tax shall be fixed as 200 and the number of such permits issued in each 
state shall not exceed 100 . 

The quota of such private carrier permits of each state to be counter 
signed by the other state in accordance with the proviso to subsection ( 3) 
of section 63 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 shall be 100, the position 
being reviewed when the number of permit in one state reaches 90 . 

The State Transport Authority of the Home State shall satisfy itself 
about the bonafides of the business of the applicant in the countersigning 
state before recommending the application for countersignature . 

· (b ) Private Carrier Goods Vehicles on tax payment basis . - Countersignature 
of .permits to private carrier goods vehicles for operation on Inter-state 
routes on payment of taxes due to both the states may be given according 
to requirement. 
IV MOTOR CABS (INCLUDING TOURIST TAXIS ) 

(a ) Motor Cab on single point tax. --The total number of permits (other 
than temporary permits issued under section 62 of the Motor Vehicles 
Act , 1939) foc ordinary Motor Cabs for operation in Inter-state routes 
between the states of Tamil Nadu and Kerala on single point tax system 
shall be fixed an 700 and the number of such permits issued in each state 
shall not exceed 350 . 

The quota of such permits of each state to be countersigned by the 
other state in accordance with the proviso to subsection (3 ) of Section 63 
of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 shall be 350 , the position being reviewed 
when the number of permits in one state reaches 340 : 

Provided that such vehicles shall not pick up any passengers in the 
reciprocating state to be set down within the same state: 

(b ) Motor Cabs on tax paynent basis, -Countersignature of peimita to 
motor cabsfor operation on Inter -state routes on payment of taxes due to 
both the statesmay be given according to requireinents: 

Provided that such vehicles shall not pic s up any passenges in the 
reciprocating state to be set down within the same state . 


(c ) Tourist taxis on single point tass.-- The total number of permits 
(other than temporary permits issued under section 62 of the Motor Vehicles 
Act, 1939 ) for tourist taxis for operation on all Inter -state routes between 
the states of Tamil Nadu and Kerala on sing e point tax shall be fixed as 
100 and the number of such permits issued in each state , shall not exceed 50 . 

1. The "quota of such permits of each state to be countersigned by the 
other state in accordance with the proviso to subsection (3 ) of Section 63 
of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 shall be 50, the position being reviewed 
when the number of permits in one state reaches 45 : 

Provided that such vehicles shall not pick up any passengers in the 
reciprocating state to be set down with in the samestate . 

(d ) Tourist taxis on tax payment basis:-The countersignature of permits 
to tourist taxis operating on for operation on Inter -state routes on payment 
of tax due to both the states may be given according to requirements. 

Provided that such vehicles shall not pick up any passengers in the 
reciprocating state to be set down within the same state. 
V TEMPORARY PERMITS : 

(a ) Temporary permits for particular journeys.- The State Transport 
Authorites of Tamil Nadu and Kerala will issue general concurrence for the 
grant of temporary permits under clau e (c) of subsection (1) of Section 62 
of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (Central Act IV of 1939) in respect of 
good ; vehicles as provided for in subsection (4 ) of section 63 of the said Act 
to meetpirticular temporary need . The Transport Authorities of the Home 
State on getting such general concurrence from the State Transport Autho 
rity of the reciprocating state may issue such temporary permits for periods 
not exceeding seven duys, thirty days at a time according to requirements 
after realising taxes due to reciprocating tate, in accordance with the 
instructions issued from time to time. Such temporary permits shall 
be issued only for a limited period required for the particular journey or 
journeys and for the transport of goods specified in the permit. Such vehicles 
shall not pick up any goods in the reciprocating state to be set down within 
the same state. 

(b ) Other temporary permits - Temporary permits for purposes other 
than those mentioned in clause (a) above, may be granted by the State 
Transport Authority of the reciprocating state in which the vehicle is 
proposed to be used on payment of taxes due to that state . 
VI TAXATION : 

(@ ) Transport Vehicles covered by countersignature of permits in the 
ciprccating state under a reciprocal agreement on single point taxation 
bali be exempted from payment of vehicle tax due to the reciprocating 
state. This benefit of single point tax shall apply to stage carriages, having 
both regular and temporary permits. In regard to other categories of 
cansport vehicles covered by countersignature, this benefit of single point 
tar anall apply cnly if the vehicles have regular permits. 


(b ) Temporary permits referred to in cause V (a ) above may be 
granted by the Transport Authorities of the Home State subject to the 
payment of taxes due to the reciprocating state by demand drafts drawn in 
favour of the Secretary, State Transport Autbority of the reciprocating 
state. 

The tax free tokens for the single point tax vehicles sball be issued 
in the Home State itself on behalf of the reciprocating State . 

(d ) The cases covered by the second proviso to subsection (1) of 
Section 63 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (Certra ! Act IV of 1939) would 
also be exempted from the payment of tax . 
VII GENERAL : 

(a ) The restrictions regarding speed , load , tinings, dimensions and 
operation on prohibited roads in the reciprocating State shall be observed 
by the permit" holder and the driver while the vehicle is operated in the 
reciprocating State. 

(b ) The replacement of one vehicle by another may be noted in the 
countersignature slip by the Home State Transport Authority and intimation 
sent immediately to the State Transport Authority of the reciprocating 
State , indicating the registration mark , seating capacity , unladen weight 
and laden weight of the vehicle. No fee shall be levied for this purpose . 
VIII. AMENDMENT TO THIS AGREEMENT : 

Any clause in this Agreement or its appendix may be amended or a new 
one added to it at any stage only after mutual agreement between the two 
State Governments . 
TX . REVIEW : 

This Agreement shall be subject to review after a period of two years or 
earlier at the instance of either of the State Governments .

RULES 


No. LB (F )8-25015 /75 . 

27th November 1975 . 
In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 101(2) (b ) of the K.L.R. 
Act 1963 (Act 1 of 1964) and in supersession of the rules already issued by 
the Land Board hereby makes the following Rules for the accounting of the 
amounts received and paid by the Land Tribunals: 
1. Lodgement Schedule 

(i) A person paying money into the Land Tribunal, hereinafter 
called the ‘payer shall file before the Land Tribunal a lodgement schedule in 
Form No. 1 along with a chalan ( in triplicate) and pay themon.y to the 
Land Tribunal or his Head Minis:erial Officer who shall issue a receipt in 

Form T. R : 5 of the Kerala Treasury Code to the pay :r for the amount 
-paid . The lodgement schedule shall be entered in a register in Form No. 2. 

( ii) Before accepting money and the lodgementschedule with chalan , 
it shall be ensured that the entries mide in the lodg m «nt schedule and 
chalan are correct and complete, and thit the lodgement schedule his been 
signed by the payer or his pleader or recognised agent. Separate lodgement 
schedule and chalan shall be filed in respect of each case . 

2 . (i) The Land Tribunal shall remit the money into the Treasury on 
the next working day under the appropriate head of account. The details 
of the chalan No. and date of remittance, name of treasury , and the head of 
account under which rernitted shall be noted against the respective entries 
in the register of lodgement schedule and also in the lodgement schedule 
under the dated initials of the Head Ministerial Officer. Separate chalans 
shall invariably be used for remittance of principal and interest. 

(ii) The receipted chalans shall be filed in cronological o der for 
each financial year separately . The lodgement schedules shall however , be 
filed with the case files concerned . 

3 ( à ) (i) Payment of money to parties:-A person entitled to get payment 
of money from the Land Tribunal shall file before the Land Tribunala 
payment schedule in form No. 4 appended to these Rules. 

If the payee is 
the agent of the person entitled to receive the money , the land Tribunal 
shall, before ordering payment to him , ensure that such agent holds a power 
of attorney duly stato ped , authorising him to receive pay i ent. The Lard 
Tribunal shall , after satisfying himself of the eligibility of the person to 
receive the amount, verify the credit, wherever necessary , and pass the order 
for payment.

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(ii) Payment by cheques . - All payments shall be made by the Land 
Tribunal by issuing cheques. For every cheque so issued , a receipt in Form 
No. 3 apper.ded shall be obtained from the person to whom the cheque is 
issued . The fact of payment by cheque shall also be noted , wherever 
necessury, on the receipted chalans concerned , under the attestation of the 
Land Tibunal. The cheque books shall be kept in the personal custody of 
the Land Tribunal. 

(iii) Payment by money order . - Any amount payable by the Land 
Tribunal to any person other than a private Trust or endowment or a minor 
or a person suffering from any legal liability or a limited owner, may be 
paid to him by M. O. at his cost, after the issue of a notice in Form No. 7, 
if such person , after receipt of the notice. does not turn up to receive p y 
ment wihin he time specified in the notice, provided such amount includ. 
ing the M. Q. commission shall not exceed Rs. 100 (Rupees one hundred 
only ) : 

Provided further that the Land Tribunal may pay . by M. O. any 
amount exceeding Rs. one hundred (subject to the maximum that can be 
sent by M. O , under the Postal Rules), if the person to whom such amount 
is due makes a written request accompanied by necessary payment schedule , 
for making such payment by Money Order at his cost other than a private 
Trust or endowment or a minor or a person suffering from any legal 
disabil ty or a I miled owner, (b ) The Land Tribunal shell observe the 
following procedure in making payments by Money Order. 

(i) The payment schedule in Form No. 4 shall be prepared by the 
Head Ministerial Officer and submitted to the Land Tribunal for sanction 
ing payment by M. O. 

( ii ) A schedule in Form No. 8 appended shall be prepared by the 
Land T ibunal in triplicite.
